Export  Control  Order  Amendment. — By  an  Order  date  March  5

Drug  Export  Control  Extension. — The  Board  of  Trade  has 
;d  an  Order,  the  Export  of  Goods  (Control)  (No.  9)  Order,  1941, 
'd  March  12  (No.  308,  H.M.  Stationery  Office,  price  id.),  the 
;t  of  which  is  to  extend  certain  groups  in  the  schedule.  To 
jp  I  are  added  cassava,  sago,  tapioca  and  roots,  and  meal  or 
■  of  cassava  and  sago.  Candles,  tapers,  night  lights  and  bougies, 
auba  wax  and  dextrin,  mineral  waxes,  mixtures  of  waxes, 
tures  of  waxes  with  stearine,  and  starch,  are  added  to  Group  3, 
1  which  paraffin  wax  is  deleted.  Arsenic,  cadmium,  and  cobalt 
idded  to  the  list  of  ores  and  concentrates  (Group  6).  In  Group  13 
inserted  aluminium  sulphate,  citric  acid,  sodium  aluminate. 
ain  other  changes  are  made,  chiefly  affecting  destinations. 

Paper  Supplies. — The  Paper  Controller,  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry 
upply,  calls  attention  to  the  need  for  economising  to  the  greatest 
ible  extent  in  the  use  of  all  kinds  of  paper,  which  in  the  present 
umstances  can  only  be  made  available  for  what  can  be  regarded 
ssential  purposes.  It  is  felt  that  in  many  trades  and  usages 
her  reduction  in  consumption  could  be  made.  In  regard  to  paper 
paper-board  for  wrapping  purposes,  restrictions  are  already 
ati-ve  under  the  provisions  of  the  Control  of  Paper  (No.  28) 
er,  issued  under  the  Defence  (General)  Regulations,  which 
''ides,  among  other  things,  that  no  person  shall  use  any  greater 
ntity  of  paper  wrapping  or  packing  than  is  reasonably  required 
the  protection  of  the  goods,  nor  wrap  or  pack  with  paper  any 
cle  which  does  not  reasonably  require  such  wrapping  for  its 
:ection. 

Aluminium  Hollow-ware  Exports. — Under  a  Board  of  Trade 
er  (S.R.&  O.,  1941,  No.  308)  which  comes  into  force  on  March  27, 
exportation  of  aluminium  hollow-ware  is  controlled  to  all  destina- 
s,  and  applications  for  export  licences  will  not,  normally,  be 
rtained.  The  Ministry  of  Aircraft  Production  are  prepared  to 
;hase  at  cost  stocks  held  by  persons  registered  under  the  Limita- 

of  Supplies  (Miscellaneous)  Orders.  Persons  wishing  to  dispose 
heir  stocks  on  this  basis  should  apply  to  the  Aluminium  Control, 
istry  of  Aircraft  Production,  Southam  Road,  Banbury.  The 
ortation  of  candles,  starches,  cassava,  sago,  tapioca,  waxes  and 
ain  chemicals  is  also  controlled  to  all  destinations.  Control  is 
osed  on  the  exportation  of  casein  and  certain  additional  metal 


ores  but,  in  these  cases,  to  certain  destinations  only.  The  Order  also 
extends  the  existing  control  with  respect  to  certain  chemicals. 

Shefl&eld  Branch  Meets. — A  meeting  of  the  Sheffield  Branch 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held  on  March  6,  the  chairman 
(Mr.  J.  T.  Appleton)  presiding.  Mr.  F.  W.  Adams  (assistant  secretary 
of  the  Society)  surveyed  the  first  part  of  the  Report  of  the  phar- 
maceutical Committee  of  Inquiry.  A  vote  of  thanks  was  proposed 
by  Mr.  J.  E.  Crowe,  and  seconded  by  Mr.  C.  P.  Gilbert.  Messrs. 
J.  E.  Crowe,  P.  Hessey,  W.  Jamieson  and  the  secretary  (Mr.  E.  A. 
Kirman)  were  appointed  representatives  to  the  British  Pharmaceut- 
ical Conference. 

Presentation. — Miss  Charity  Bick,  West  Bromwich,  who  was 
recently  awarded  a  George  Medal  for  bravery  during  an  air  raid,  was 
on  March  8  presented  with  a  bicycle  by  her  employers,  Cuxson, 
Gerrard  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Oldbury.  While  acting  as  an  A.R.P.  dispatch 
rider.  Miss  Bick  had  been  blown  from  her  bicycle  several  times  by 
bombs,  yet  found  time  to  put  out  some  incendiaries,  one  of  them  in 
the  bedroom  of  a  house.  Making  the  presentation,  Mr.  A.  D.  Gerrard 
(chairman  and  managing  director)  said  that  the  directors,  while 
offering  hearty  congratulations  to  Miss  Bick  upon  the  honour 
conferred  upon  her,  felt  that  the  staff  would  approve  of  her  actions 
being  recognised  in  an  appropriate  manner.

Pharmacists'  Mail  Order  Business. — To  restore  turnover  lost 
because  of  high  fares  and  shortage  of  petrol,  certain  chemists  in  Eire 
are  understood  to  have  turned  their  attention  to  developing  a 
"shop-by-post"  business. 

Lectures  on  Poison  Law. — Two  lectures  on  poison  law  are  to  be 
given  by  the  Registrar  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland 
(Mr.  J.  J.  Kerr)  at  the  Society's  headquarters  at  8.30  p.m. 
on  April  2  and  3.  Admission  is  free.  Tickets  may  be  had  at  the 
office  of  the  Society,  67  Lower  Mount  Street,  Dublin. 

Examination  Closing  Dates. — The  latest  dates  for  application 
for  entrance  to  the  April  examinations  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland  are  :  Registered  Druggist  examination,  March  25  ; 
Pharmaceutical  Licence  examination,  April  i  ;  Pharmaceutical 
Assistant  examination,  April  7.  Applications  must  be  lodged  by 
II  a.m.  on  the  appointed  dates. 

Irish  Drug  Association. — Mr.  P.  F.  McGrath  (president)  was  in 
the  chair  at  a  meeting  of  the  committee  of  the  Irish  Drug  Association 
held  on  March  3.  The  Committee  reminded  members  that  the  pub- 
lished price  changes  are  solely  for  members'  own  use  and  must  not 
be  passed  on  or  communicated  to  any  other  person.  Mr.  J.J.  Roche 
was  appointed  to  represent  the  Association  on  the  Industrial  Court 
of  Referees  for  the  next  three  years.  The  report  of  a  special  meeting 
held  recently  with  representatives,  agents,  and  principals  of  approved 
manufacturers  and  approved  wholesalers  was  di.scussed  at  length. 
At  this  meeting  Mr.  McGrath  had  explained  it  had  been  called  to 
elicit  opinions  on  the  policy  and  working  of  the  approved  lists,  and 
to  point  out  that  complaints  and  proved  instances  of  leakages  were 
still  occurring  ;  in  the  interests  of  all  parties  joint  action  was  necessary 
as  it  was  unfair  to  ask  a  firm  to  take  individual  action  against,  for 
example,  a  chemist  who  might  be  found  selling  approved  lines  at 
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less  than  the  full  I.D.A.  retail  price.  The  report  stated  that  it  was 
eventually  agreed,  on  the  proposition  of  Mr.  McGrath,  seconded  by 
Mr.  Meagher,  to  form  an  I.D.A.  Approved  Lists  Control  Committee 
consisting  of.  the  following;  Representing  wholesalers,  Messrs.  P.  C. 
Cahill,  A.  D.  Davidson,  A.  W.  Hughes;  representing  manufacturers, 
Messrs.  C.  H.  Fielding,  J.  Fasken,  W.  J.  Webb;  representing  retailers, 
Messrs.  P.  F.  McGrath,  F.  X.  Meagher,  G.  A.  McLean  Lee,  and  A.  J. 
Donnell.  It  was  further  agreed  that  the  chairman  for  the  time  being 
of  the  I.D.A.  should  be  at  all  times  chairman  of  the  control  com- 
mittee. A  stop  list  was  established,  on  which  is  to  be  placed  the 
name  of  any  retailer,  wholesaler,  or  manufacturer  found  guilty  of 
distributing  approved  lines  for  re-sale  to  channels  other  than  those 
set  down  in  the  existing  approved  list.  Approved  manufacturers 
and  approved  wholesalers  will  refuse  to  supply  their  goods  to  any 
person  or  firm  whose  name  is  placed  on  the  list. 

A  prices  and  general  purposes  subcommittee,  consisting  of  the 
president,  Messrs.  Meagher,  McLean  Lee,  and  A.  J.  Donnell,  was 
formed  on  the  proposal  of  Mr,  T.  C.  Scott,  seconded  by  Mr.  G.  C. 
O'Neill,  and  it  was  agreed  that  this  subcommittee  should  meet  every 
fortnight  prior  to  the  general  committee  meeting.  Two  resolutions 
deferred  from  the  annual  general  meeting  held  on  January  3  were 
discussed.  It  was  decided  to  take  no  action  on  the  first  motion  ("  To 
consider  the  possibility  of  creating  a  War  Emergency  Fund  for 
members").  The  second  resolution  evoked  a  decision,  on  the 
proposal  of  Mr.  McLean  Lee,  seconded  by  Mr.  D.  Woulfe,  that  any 
member  of  the  committee  or  any  delegate  from  a  local  Association, 
who  travels  a  substantial  distance  to  any  committee  or  delegates' 
meeting  called  by  the  secretary,  shall  have  his  travelling  expenses 
paid;  hotel  expenses  not  exceeding  15s.  shall  in  addition  be  paid 
when  return  transport  is  not  readily  available.  A  discussion  took 
place  on  the  pricing  of  proprietaries  ordered  on  prescriptions  and 
on  various  other  items  which  had  recently  been  altered  in  cost, 
including  cod  liver  oil.  These  matters  were  referred  to  the  pricing 
and  general  purposes  subcommittee.  It  was  decided,  in  view  of  the 
large  stocks  held  by  the  majority  of  members,  not  to  advance  the 
retail  price  of  a  proprietary  lotion  until  the  next  issue  of  the  price 
changes.

Change   in   Queensland   Poisons   Regulations. — Under  \

Adrenaline  or  any  substitute  therefor ;  cocaine  substitutes  a 
synthetic  cocaine ;  barbituric  acid,  its  salts,  derivatives  of  barbitu 
acid,  and  their  salts. 

Developing  South  Africa's  Export  Trade. — ^The  possibilities 
developing  Eastern  outlets  for  South  African  medicinal  preparatio 
perfumes,  toilet  goods,  hair  lotions  and  similar  products  made 
South  Africa,  are  engaging  the  attention  of  South  African  mai 
facturers.  It  has  been  proposed  that  South  African  chemists  a 
maniJfacturers  should  produce  for  export  in  bond,  and  so  av( 
the  imposition  of  customs  duties  and  other  charges.  The  mat 
is  reported  to  have  been  under  consideration  by  the  Board  of  Tr: 
and  Industries,  and  the  Board,  under  the  direction  of  the  Minis 
of  Commerce  and  Industry,  is  carrying  out  investigations  into 
position  of  the  light  chemical  industry.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


Concentrating  Production. — The  details  in  your  editorial  article 
"Concentration  of  Industry"  (p.  165)  answer  most  of  the  questions 
that  must  have  occurred  to  interested  readers  since  you  announced 
the  Government  scheme  in  the  previous  week's  issue.  The  enumera- 
tion of  the  privileges  to  be  granted  to  "nucleus"  firms  is  on  the 
whole  satisfactory,  though  expressed  with  the  customary  official 
caution.  Certain  matters  of  great  importance  remain  to  be  settled, 
so  far  as  possible,  by  private  initiative.  The  chief  of  these,  as  I  view 
the  situation,  are  the  obligations  as  to  general  overhead  expenses 
already  entered  into  by  firms  to  be  absorbed  under  the  scheme,  and 
the  existing  guarantee  that  employees  now  on  active  service  will  be 
placed  in  equally  good  positions  after  their  demobilisation.  The  first 
of  the  two  problems  will  need  great  care  in  the  delicate  adjustment 
necessary  if  unfairness  is  to  be  avoided  :  one  can  easily  imagine  undue 
pressure  being  brought  to  bear  on  small  companies.  The  second 
problem  may  eventually  bring  in  the  Government  as  a  party  to  the 
bargain :  it  is  not  at  present  clear  what  will  be  the  position  of 
employees  due  for  return  to  civilian  life  and  finding  that  their 
employer  no  longer  exists  as  a  separate  entity.  Possibly  fresh 
legislation  will  then  be  requisite. 

A  Famous  Spa. — Among  the  contents  of  your  last  week's  issue, 
with  its  generous  proportion  of  special  articles  in  addition  to  the 
news,  none  is  of  more  topical  interest  than  the  illustrated  account 
of  the  Bath  spa  water  (p.  158),  which,  I  was  pleased  to  read,  is 
increasing  in  public  favour.  Most  of  us  suffer  from  shortness  of 
memory  in  some  directions  :  it  may  thus  easily  "come  as  a  surprise  " 
to  many  that  "bottled  Sulis  water  has  been  available  for  many 
years,"  though  I  do  not  suppose  that  visitors  to  the  Bath  meeting  of 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  in  1924  are  in  much  doubt 
on  the  subject.  The  waters  of  Sul,  the  former  tutelary  deity  of  Bath, 
are  of  very  great  historical  and  scientific  interest.  According  to 
legend,  Bladud,  founder  of  the  city  in  863  B.C.,  was  cured  of  leprosy 
by  bathing  in  a  spring  on  the  site.  Roman  remains  are  sufficiently 


numerous  to  show  the  importance  of  the  baths  during  the  first  1 
centuries  of  the  present  era ;  after  a  brief  eclipse  during  the  Saj 
period  Bath  re-emerged  as  a  city  with  a  definite  ethos,  attaining 
height  of  its  fame  as  a  fashionable  resort  in  the  eighteenth  centu 
The  analysis  of  the  water  according  to  International  Society 
Medicinal  Hydrology  standards,  given  in  your  article,  is  of  particu 
interest,  and  when  compared  with  those  of  Professor  Attfield  or 
the  "Lancet"  analysts  of  1899  (C.  &'  D.,  1924,  I,  924-25),  indica 
the  advance  in  analytical  precision  made  in  the  course  of  ab( 
forty  years.  There  is  now  very  little  excuse  for  searching  in  byw: 
for  odd  bottles  of  some  Continental  spa  water  of  uncertain  age 
order  to  keep  the  department  going. 

A  VSteran  Pharmacist. — The  death  of  Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour  at 
age  of  eighty,  briefly  recorded  among  the  late  news  in  your  1 
week's  Coloured  Supplement,  breaks  another  link  with  the  p 
Entering  pharmacy  somewhat  later  than  the  average  neophyte,  I 
Gilmour  did  notable  work  as  chairman  of  the  Pharmaceuti 
Society's  North  British  Executive  and  of  its  Edinburgh  Board 
Examiners,  and  as  a  member  of  the  Council.  In  the  negotiations  tl 
ushered  in  the  first  National  Health  Insurance  Act  he  took  a  proi 
nent  part  with  successful  results,  afterwards  becoming  chairman 
the  Scottish  Pharmaceutical  Committee.  He  was  a  member  of  1 
Council  of  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association  and  a  direc 
of  the  Chemists'  Defence  Association  prior  to  becoming  editor 
"The  Pharmaceutical  Journal"  in  1916.  For  the  next  sevent< 
years  he  filled  this  office  with  distinction,  and  on  his  retirement 
1933  a  glowing  tribute  to  his  work  was  paid  in  your  columns  by  I 
Herbert  Skinner.  One  sometimes  wondered  how  his  gentle  te 
perament  came  unscathed  through  the  clash  of  opposing  parti 
which  at  times  he  had  to  encounter  in  full  force ;  but  he  seemed 
possess  the  secret  of  absorbing  shocks.  A  delightful  companion 
social  functions,  he  never,  to  my  knowledge,  talked  "shop,"  and  1 
width  of  his  reading  was  obvious.

SOCIETY'S  PRESIDENT  AT  BATH 

The  president  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  (Mr.  Walter  Deacon) 
was  the  speaker  at  a  meeting  of  the  Bath  Branch  of  the  Society  on 
March  12  at  which  Mr.  W.  W.  Heseltine  (chairman  of  the  Branch) 
presided.  Dealing  with  "Some  Problems  of  Today,"  Mr.  Deacon 
said  one  of  the  most  urgent  was  how  best  to  help  pharmacists  and 
their  dependants  who  had  been  hit  by  the  war.  He  described  the 
steps  leading  to  the  inauguration  of  the  Society's  War  Aid  Fund,  and 
explained  why  it  did  not  clash  with  the  War  Distress  Fund  of  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union.  The  Fund  was,  he  said,  one  of  the 
most  successful  ventures  with  which  he  had  been  associated. 
Appeals  made  to  the  Dominions  and  Colonies  had  met  with  a  ready 
response,  and  Canada  in  particular  had  organised  the  raising  of  funds 
in  each  Province.  Another  problem  was  how  to  keep  a  united  front 
in  the  profession ;  the  new  regulations  governing  reserved  occupa- 
tions would  show  drastic  changes  for  pharmacy,  making  union  more 
necessary  than  ever  if  the  craft  was  to  hold  its  own  after  the  war. 
Not  all  pharmacists  had  proved  loyal  in  the  difficult  conditions 
of  war-time,  and  some  had  been  found  guilty  of  hoarding  drugs,  such 
as  glycerin.  A  solution  to  the  problem  raised  by  interruption  of 
work  on  the  Society's  new  building  was,  he  thought,  imminent. 

The  "Co-op"  Amendment. — One  of  the  most  urgent  problems 
was  the  action  to  be  taken  in  amendment  or  enforcement  of  the 
Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933.  At  its  last  meeting  the  Council 
had  by  a  majority  decided  to  take  steps  to  enforce  the  law.  He  would 
loyally  abide  by  this  decision,  although  his  own  view  was  that  a 
serious  mistake  was  being  made  and  that,  whether  the  action  was 
won  or  lost,  there  would  be  no  gain  for  pharmacy.  After  the  war 
an  effort  would  undoubtedly  be  made  to  introduce  a  State  medical 
service,  and  the  medical  profession  had  set  up  a  committee  to  consider 
proposals  ;  pharmacy  was  not  represented  on  the  committee,  though 
it  was  understood  that  pharmaceutical  interests  would  be  consulted. 

Discussion. — When  the  meeting  was  thrown  open  to  discussion 
Mr.  Deacon  was  subjected  to  a  bombardment  of  questions.  Mr.  C.  H. 
James  inquired  if  the  enforcement  action  was  to  be  taken  now  or 
after  the  war.  "Now,"  said  Mr.  Deacon.  Mr.  E.  C.  Haskins, 
endorsing  the  Council's  decision  to  take  action,  said  in  his  view 
pharmacy  was  in  a  strong  position  now  and  anything  surrendered 
at  this  juncture  would  make  its  future  precarious;  protection  of 
pharmacists,  he  pointed  out,  was  one  of  the  aims  specified  in  the 
Society's  Charter.  The  co-operative  societies  were  quite  unlikely 
to  open  numerous  pharmacies.  The  President  declared  that,  if 
they  had  agreed  to  the  proposed  amendment,  pharmacists  would 
have  been  doing  nothing  that  was  against  their  real  interests.  What- 
ever the  result,  it  was  improbable  that  the  "co-ops"  would  cease 
selling  drugs.  Mr.  D.  I.  Tuddenham  inquired  on  what  basis  the 
"subsidiary  part  of  the  business "  referred  to  in  the  proposed  amend- 
ment was  to  be  assessed.  The  requirement  would  surely  necessitate 
an  inspection  of  firms'  account  books  and  would  be  impossible 
to  enforce.  To  establish  the  right  to  sell  packed  drugs  would  be  a 
definite  gain  for  the  co-ops,  and  a  corresponding  loss  for  the 
private  pharmacists.  Mr.  Deacon  replied  that  pharmacists  did  not 
qualify  in  order  to  "dole  out  packed  stuff."  The  standard  for  the 
subsidiary  section  was  laid  down  in  definitions  under  the  proposed 
amendments,  the  text  of  which  had  been  made  public.  (It  was  later 
admitted  that  the  amendments  only,  and  not  the  definitions,  had 
been  published.)  Mr.  H.  Lucas  asked  whether  action  had  not  been 
taken  against  pharmacists  who  also  owned  drug  stores.  Mr.  Deacon  ; 
"No."  Miss  A.  L.  Storer  asked  whether  conscripted  pharmacists 
would  be  in  the  Royal  Army  Medical  Corps  and,  if  not,  why  the  army 
authorities  were  still  appointing  dispensers  who  did  not  possess  the 
chemist  and  druggist  qualification.  The  reply  was  that  pharmacists, 
would  be  accepted  as  such  only  to  the  extent  of  the  Army's  pharma- 
ceutical requirements ;  beyond  that  they  would  be  in  the  regular 
units.  He  could  not  accept  that  unqualified  dispensers  were  still 
being  admitted  to  the  R.A.M.C.,  and  asked  for  details  with  a  view  to- 
initiating  an  investigation.  Mr.  Aspell  inquired  if  any  approach 
had  been  made  by  the  Society  to  the  Government  to  ensure  that 
sufficient  pharmacists  were  left  in  civihan  life.  The  President 
replied  that  the  Council  was  in  close  contact  with  Government 
departments.

Pharmacy  Act  Prosecutions. — Mr.  John  J.  Gaynor,  law  adviser, 
reporting  on  summonses  heard  at  the  suit  of  the  Society  recently  in 
Limerick,  stated  that  in  one  case  under  Section  17  of  the  Pharmacy 
Act  the  Justice  imposed  a  fine  of  £2  with  £\  costs,  and  in  another 
the  Justice  imposed  a  fine  of  with  £\  costs.  In  the  case  in  which 
there  were  summonses  under  Section  2  of  the  Poisons  Act  and  under 
Section  30  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  the  Justice  imposed  a  fine  of  los.  on 
the  former  with  on  the  latter  with  £\  costs  on  each.

Proposed  Preliminary  Examination  Changes. — The  Council  then 
considered  the  form  of  reply  to  be  sent  to  the  Minister  for  Justice 
in  connexion  with  the  proposed  changes  in  the  Preliminary  examina- 
tion. In  conjunction  with  this  matter  a  motion  tabled  by  the 
president  dealing  with  conditions  of  apprenticeship  was  also  under 
consideration.  After  a  lengthy  discussion  on  both  matters  the 
Council  deferred  further  consideration  to  the  next  Council  meeting, 
when  the  various  suggestions  put  forward  would  be  embodied  in  a 
comprehensive  draft  reply  to  the  Minister  for  Justice.

DEATHS 


IGilmour. — As  was  briefly  announced  in  last  week's  C.  &  D.  (Coloured 
fpplement,  xxiii),  the  death  occurred  on  March  10  of  Mr.  James  Pinkerton 

Gilmour,  M.P.S.,  formerly  editor 
of  the  "  Phaniiaceutical  Journal." 
Mr.  Gilmour  was  born  in  Glasgow 
in  i860,  and  in  early  life  was 
taken  by  his  parents  to  Queens- 
land, whence  he  returned  in 
1875.  He  began  a  seven  years' 
apprenticeship  to  Mr.  Joseph 
Clark,  chemist  and  dentist,  in 
1879,  and  on  its  termination 
became  an  assistant  to  Mr. 
Alexander  Kinninmont.  Experi- 
ence at  the  Victoria  Hospital, 
Glasgow,  led  up  to  qualification  as 
a  chemist  and  druggist  in  1899; 
four  years  later  Mr.  Gilmour 
commenced  business  on  his  own 
account.  While  carrying  on  a 
pharmacy  he  engaged  extensively 
in  public  work.  He  served  for  a 
time  on  the  Council  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  ;  he  was  also 
chairman  of  the  North  British 
Executive  and  of  the  Society's 
Board  of  Examiners  for  Scotland, 
a  member  of  more  than  one 
Insurance  Committee  and  Phar- 
aceutical  Committee,  a  vice-president  of  the  Glasgow  and  West  of 
lotland  Chemists'  Association,  a  member  of  the  Council  of  the  Proprietary 
fticles  Trade  Association,  and  a  director  of  the  Chemists'  Defence

Association.  During  the  same  period  he  was  a  frequent  contributor  to 
the  pages  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist.  In  1916  Mr.  Gilmour  was 
appointed  editor  of  "The  Pharmaceutical  Journal,"  a  position  he  held 
till  his  retirement  in  1933.  He  gave  numerous  lectures  and  addresses,  and 
occasionally  took  part  in  the  proceedings  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference.  Endowed  with  an  equable  temperament  and  ready  humour, 
he  made  friends  everywhere  he  went,  and  a  conversation  with  him  was 
always  enjoyable.  When  he  retired,  an  eloquent  tribute  from  the  pen  of 
Mr.  Herbert  Skinner  appeared  in  our  columns  (C.  &  T).,  1933,  I,  224). 

Taylor. — On  March  3,  Mr.  Thomas  Morley  Taylor,  Ph.C,  270  West 
End  Lane,  Kilburn,  London,  N.W.6,  aged  seventy-one.  Mr.  Taylor  was 
secretary  of  the  Western  Pharmacists  Association  for  several  years  and 
president  in  1929  and  1930. 

THE  LATE  MR.  W.  G.  HYDE 

The  passing  of  William  Grantley  Hyde  on  Wednesday,  Feb- 
ruary 26,  has  deprived  the  fine  chemical  industry  in  this  country 
of  one  of  its  oldest  and  most  outstanding  personalities,  at  a  time 
when  the  loss  of  a  man  of  his  sage  judgment  and  knowledge  of  the 
industry  could  be  ill  afforded.  Mr.  Hyde  commenced  his  long  and 
useful  business  life,  which  was  destined  to  continue  for  upwards  of 
fifty-eight  years,  as  a  technical  apprentice  with  Johnson  &  Sons 
at  Cross  Street,  Finsbury.  During  his  twelve  years'  association  with 
this  old-established  firm  he  specialised  in  the  treatment  of  ores  and  in 
the  manufacture  of  cyanides.  In  1895  Mr.  Hyde  joined  May  & 
Baker,  Ltd.,  whose  works  were  then  at  Garden  Wharf,  Battersea,  and 
there  began  his  long  and  successful  association  with  the  business.'  The 
position  offered  ample  scope  for  his  remarkable  talents,  and  he 
applied  himself  with  great  diligence  and  energy  to  the  advancement 
of  the  company  whose  manufacturing  operations  were  then  on  a 
comparatively  small  scale. 

The  manufacture  of  fine  chemicals  was  in  its  infancy  in  England 
at  that  time  but  Mr.  Hyde,  by  his  exceptional  capacity  for  grasping 
the  essentials  of  any  problem  that  confronted  him,  soon  took  his 
place  in  the  front  rank  of  the  giants  of  his  day,  a  sphere  of  influence 
he  retained  until  his  death.  After  some  time  he  became  Secretary 
of  the  company  of  which  he 
later  became  a  director  and 
finally  Chairman  of  the  Board. 
He  piloted  the  company's 
fortunes  through  the  early 
and  very  difficult  years  of  the 
chemical  industry  which,  be- 
fore the  last  war,  was  contend- 
ing with  the  most  formidable 
opposition  from  the  subsidised 
and  powerful  German  chemical 
and  dye  trusts.  There  are  few 
members  of  the  present  staff 
of  May  &  Baker,  Ltd.,  who 
remember  his  coming  to  the 
firm,  but  there  are  a  number 
who,  having  had  the  pleasure 
of  working  under  him  for 
upwards'  of  thirty-five  years, 
recall  with  pride  his  tireless 
efforts  to  advance  the  com- 
pany's business  and  to  lay  the 
foundation  for  its  remarkable 
development  in  recent  years. 
These  old  employees  and,  indeed,  those  of  fewer  years'  service,  tell 
of  Mr.  Hyde's  faultless  memory  and  his  wide  and  thorough  know- 
ledge of  the  ramifications  of  the  industry.  He  possessed  the  gift 
of  inspiring  and  commanding  loyal  service,  and  his  charm,  tact  and 
calm  mien  were  calculated  to  bring  out  the  best  in  those  who  worked 
for  him,  and  whose  interests  and  well-being  were  his  constant  study. 
Mr.  Hyde  was  always  ready  to  place  his  vast  business  experience 
at  the  disposal  of  all  who  sought  it,  and  his  charming  manner 
endeared  him  to  all  with  whom  fie  came  in  contact. 

His  lifetime  saw  the  birth  of  the  many  associations  and  trade 
organisations  which  are  now  such  a  feature  of  the  chemical  and 
pharmaceutical  trades.  On  many  aspects  of  tjie  trade  he  was  an 
authority — and  a  veritable  mine  of  information  ;  in  particular,  for 
his  knowledge  on  bismuth,  iodides  and  bromides  questions,  he  was 
internationally  renowned.  To  all  deliberations  he  brought  a  wise 
understanding  of  the  outstanding  problems  and  a  sincere  desire 
to  achieve  the  greatest  good  for  the  trade  as  a  whole.  His  aim  for 
the  industry  was  co-operation,  and  no  negotiations  were  too  long 
or  too  difficult  for  him  to  conduct,  if  the  interests  of  the  industry 
might  be  advanced  thereby.  Mr.  Hyde  was  immensely  proud  of  his 
firm's  contributions  to  chemotherapy,  and  he  looked  forward  to  the 
day  when  the  long-held  German  monopoly  of  this  branch  of  medical 
science  would  be  broken,  not  merely  for  the  present,  but  for  all  time.

RECENT  RESEARCH 

A  New  Cosmetic  Base. — A  synthetic  emulsifying  base,  2-methyl- 
2-amino-i,  3-propanediol-CH3C  (CH20H)2NH2,  introduced  under 
the  name  "amino-glycol,"  is  described  in  "Drug  and  Cosmetic 
Industry"  (January,  p.  31).  Amino-glycol  is  a  yellowish-white 
crystalline  product,  odourless  and  freely  soluble  in  water.  Up  to  250 
parts  can  be  dissolved  in  100  parts  of  water,  producing  a  water-white 
solution  of  low  alkalinity  (^h  of  tenth-molar  solution,  10-78).  It 
does  not  take  up  moisture  from  the  air,  though  it  absorbs  carbon 
dioxide.  The  compound  is  soluble  in  alcohol,  but  not  in  mineral  oil ; 
105  parts  combine  with  284  parts  of  pure  stearic  acid,  282  parts  of 
pure  oleic  acid,  etc.  One  part  of  potassium  hydroxide,  85  per  cent, 
pure,  is  replaceable  by  i-6  parts  of  amino-glycol. 

Silver  Antiseptics  with  Ephedrine. — Silver  compounds  are 
employed  for  their  antiseptic  properties  in  infections  of  the  eye, 
nose  and  urinary  tract.  Usually  compounds  of  silver  with  proteins 
are  employed  in  order  to  eliminate  or  reduce  to  a  minimum  the 
irritant  properties  of  the  metal.  Slesser  and  Jordan  ("  Journal  of  the 
American  Pharmaceutical  Association,"  xxix.  12,  514)  have  studied 
the  possibility  of  devising  a  suitable  combination  of  a  silver  com- 
pound with  ephedrine.  Emulsions  of  silver  oleate,  palmitate, 
stearate,  oxalate  and  succinate,  with  and  without  ephedrine,  were 
prepared  and  found  to  display  reasonably  good  penetration.  Storage 
in  amber  bottles  delayed  the  time  of  darkening  of  the  emulsions, 
The  stability  of  mixtures  containing  ephedrine  and  silver  was 
found  to  be  increased  by  the  addition  of  a  third  substance,  such  as 
gelatin,  acacia,  sucrose,  urea  or  combinations  of  any  of  them.  The 
effect  appeared  to  retard  rather  than  prevent  reduction  of  the  silver, 
The  addition  of  a  reducing  substance  as  a  stabilising  agent  wa^ 
considered  unsatisfactory ;  addition  of  an  oxidising  agent,  e.g., 
quinone,  also  seemed  to  hasten  reduction  of  the  silver.  In  the 
course  of  the  investigation  three  new  soluble  silver  salts  having 
antiseptic  properties  (oleate,  stearate  and  palmitate)  were  pre- 
pared, while  sulphonation  of  a  silver  salt  with  an  aromatic  acid 
was  accomplished.  A  combination  of  silver  oleate  with  quinine  was 
secured  by  refluxing  the  two  materials  in  methyl  alcohol. 

PARLIAMENTARY  NEWS 

Medical  Training  in  U.S.  and  Canada. — The  Minister  of  Health  (Mr 
Ernest  Brown)  expressed  appreciation  in  the  House  of  Commons,  or!, 
March  6,  of  an  offer  by  the  Rockefeller  Foundation,  New  York,  to  under' 
take  and  provide  for  the  clinical  training  and  maintenance  of  selectee 
British  medical  students  in  a  number  of  medical  schools  in  the  Unitec 
States  of  America  and  Canada.  He  would  certainly  do  all  he  could  tc 
further  the  scheme,  he  declared. 

Preserving  Trade  Rights  of  Redundant  Firms. — On  March  12,  Sir  S 
Reed  asked  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  whether,  when  the  businesi 
of  a  redundant  firm  was  taken  over  by  a  nucleus  tirm,  the  proprietors  of  th( 
redundant  firm  would  not  only  retain  their  trade  name  and  goodwill,  bu 
the  distinctive  character  of  their  branded  goods,  so  that  the  value  of  thai 
past  enterprise  and  marketing  skill  might  not  be  impaired.  The  reply  wai 
that  a  transfer  of  the  right  to  manufacture  branded  goods  was  a  matte 
for  negotiation  between  the  parties.  The  transferor  would  no  doubt  havi 
in  mind  the  object  referred  to  in  coming  to  terms  with  the  proposec 
nucleus  firm.

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The  Council  Takes  Action 

last,  after  years  of  discussions  and  negotiations,  the  Council  of 
e  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  lias  decided  to  proceed 
th  the  enforcement  of  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933, 
ainst  the  co-operative  societies,  according  to  a  resolution  passed 
the  meeting  on  March  5  (C.  6-  D.,  March  15,  p.  156).  It  would 
pear  that  all  attempts  at  compromise  by  interested  bodies  having 
led,  the  Council,  by  a  majority  decision,  is  now  prepared  to  proceed 
the  way  desired  by  the  Society's  members.  Which  councillors 
3  not  in  favour  of  enforcement  is  not  divulged,  though  clues 
ly  be  gained  from  the  replies  to  the  questionnaire  recently  sent 
t  by  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  (C.  6-  D.,  February  15,  p.  93). 
[dressing  chemists  at  Bath  on  March  7  (see  p.  183),  Mr.  Deacon 
ited  that  he  personally  thought  the  proposed  amendment,  with 
feguards,  should  have  been  accepted,  but  assured  his  audience 
at  he  would  loyally  abide  by  the  decision  now  reached.  The 
;retary  apparently  holds  similar  opinions  to  the  president,  since 

urged  at  Birmingham  recently  (C.  cS-  D.,  March  15,  p.  157), 
hat  the  amendment  should  be  accepted  and  improved  as  the  only 
acticable  way  of  reasonably  curbing  the  extension  of  the  drug 
siness  by  the  co-operative  societies." 

The  action  foreshadowed  is  likely  to  result  in  one  of  two  things — 
her  the  co-operative  societies  will  reorganise  and  comply  with 
e  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act  or  Parliament  may  pass  an  amending 
U  regularising  the  position  as  it  stands  at  the  moment.  The 
rmer  procedure  is  the  only  one  acceptable  to  chemists  and  it  is 
e  proper  way  of  terminating  a  Gilbertian  situation  which  has 
isted  too  long.  To  pass  a  Bill  stabilising  the  present  state  of 
fairs  is  wrong  in  principle,  and  chemists  must  be  prepared  vigor- 
sly  to  oppose  any  proposition  of  this  nature.  If,  as  Mr.  Deacon 
id  at  Bath,  the  Government  is  solely  concerned  with  winning 
e  war  and  the  production  of  food,  it  should  have  no  time  for 
Itroducing  legislation  that  would  be  not  only  contentious  but  for 
e  benefit  of  the  trading  interests  of  a  comparatively  small  section 
the  community. 

Having  made  up  its  mind  on  the  action  to  be  pursued  over  the 
operative  societies,  there  is  another  and  equally  important 
•tter  demanding  attention.    Suggestions  have  been  made  that 
er  the  war  the  whole  question  of  the  sale  of  drugs  should  be  the 
bject  of  an  inquiry.  Such  an  investigation  is  badly  needed  and  is 
^sly  to  become  no  less  urgent  when  the  proposals  regarding  the 
jedicine  Stamp  Acts  become  public.  Secrecy  continues  to  shroud 
e  negotiations  on  this  matter,  yet  it  is  one  which  concerns  every 
.emist  in  business.  We  trust  that  no  "cut  and  dried"  plan  will 
assented  to  by  pharmacy's  democratic  rulers  and  presented  to 
le  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  before  chemists  are  acquainted 
ith  the  proposals.  The  future  of  pharmacy  appears  to  be  in  the 
elting  pot  and  the  predominating  need  is  for  action. 


Canteen  Cosmetics 


According  to  reports  in  the  daily  Press  the  Navy,  Army  and  Air 
Force  Institutes  throughout  the  country  are  now  stocking  cosmetics 
for  sale  to  the  women's  auxiliary  branches,  such  as  the  A.T.S.,  the 
W.R.N. S.  and  the  W.A.A.F.  It  is  stated  that  experts  have  advised 
the  Institutes  what  brands  and  types  of  cosmetics  they  should  stock. 
This  development  in  catering  for  the  Forces  will  need  careful 
watching ;  it  may  spread  to  any  and  every  kind  of  merchandise,  with 
the  Institutes  becoming  universal  providers.  We  do  not  know  what 
are  the  conditions  of  purchase  of  stocks  of  cosmetics ;  do  the 
Institutes  pay  the  same  price  as  is  charged  to  retail  shopkeepers  or 
are  they  given  special  terms,  for  we  appreciate  some  manufacturers 
would  be  anxious  to  have  their  goods  on  sale  in  these  privileged 
quarters  ? 

Under  the  Third  Schedule,  Part  I,  of  the  Limitation  of  Supplies 
(No.  5)  Order  these  goods  may  be  supplied  in  unlimited  quantities 
to  N. A. A. F.I.  without  restriction.  We  have  been  told  in  no  uncertain 
manner  that  the  object  of  the  Order  was  to  release  plant,  materials 
and  labour  used  in  non-essential  industries  for  more  important  work. 
Yet,  under  this  exception  manufacturers  may  supply  to  N. A. A. F.I. 
a  total  of  goods  greater  than  that  sold  in  normal  times.  There  is  the 
danger  that  girls  in  uniform  may  be  buying  powder,  creams,  rouges, 
etc.,  at  the  canteen  for  their  friends  and  families.  It  simply  means 
that  a  large  percentage  of  the  trade  may  be  transferred  from  the 
retailer,  whose  supplies  through  his  wholesaler  are  severely 
restricted,  to  the  Forces  canteens  who  will  enjoy  unlimited  supplies. 
Everyone  is  aware  that  chocolate  and  confectionery  is  freely  on  sale 
at  the  Forces  canteens,  but  there  has  been  precious  little  in  retail 
shops.  Are  we  to  experience  the  same  unfair  conditions  in  cosmetics  ? 
Just  as  we  go  to  press  the  Board  of  Trade  has  issued  a  notice 
(Ref.  408)  removing  from  the  Third  Schedule  mentioned  above  the 
N. A. A. F.I.  This  cancels  the  authority  for  the  Institutes  to  be 
supplied  with  unlimited  quantities  of  these  goods,  but  the  notice 
adds:  "An  open  licence  has  been  granted  allowing  unrestricted 
supplies  to  the  Institutes  of  articles  covered  by  Classes  i,  3,  4,  6, 
7,  8,  9,  10,  II,  13,  16  (perfumery,  toilet  preparations,  cosmetics, 
etc.)  and  17  of  the  Order.  This  notice  does  not  appear  to  alter  the 
position  in  any  way ;  the  Institutes  are  still  to  be  supplied  with 
unlimited  quantities  of  these  goods  while  supplies  to  retailers  will 
be  cut  to  25  per  cent,  in  value  of  former  supplies,  which,  in  quantity, 
will  mean  about  17  per  cent. 

We  submit  that  the  N. A. A. F.I.  canteens  were  organised  to  provide 
foodstuffs,  particularly  hot  meals,  for  members  of  the  Forces  who 
could  not  leave  their  quarters  to  get  meals  and  refreshments  else- 
where. The  Institutes  have  many  privileges,  such  as  freedom  from 
rent,  taxes,  etc.,  and  their  encroachment  into  retail  trade  in  classes 
of  goods  which  are  right  outside  the  sphere  of  their  proper  activities, 
and  which  can  be  purchased  by  members  of  the  Forces  at  their 
leisure  when  off  duty,  should  be  resisted.  There  is  no  case  here  of 
meeting  the  needs  of  the  inner  man,  or,  as  it  is  in  this  instance,  of 
the  inner  woman,  which  is  the  sole  purpose  of  N. A. A. F.I. 

Defence  in  Depth  on  the  Drug  Front 

In  our  issue  of  October  12,  1940,  we  reviewed  certain  economies  in 
prescribing  recommended  by  the  therapeutic  requirements  com- 
mittee of  the  Medical  Research  Council.  The  list  as  recently  issued 
by  the  committee  (see  p.  184)  incorporates  a  number  of  modifications 
which  reflect  the  increased  stringency  of  the  shipping  position.  In 
addition  to  the  grant  of  authority  to  replace  potassium  salts  with 
the  corresponding  sodium  salts  (previously  they  were  in  the  class 
of  drugs  to  be  used  with  economy  but  for  which  valid  uses  were 
recognised),  two  important  items  have  been  added  to  the  group 
which,  it  is  suggested,  are  not  essential  and  do  not  justify  importa- 
tion or  manufacture  for  home  use  in  war-time.  They  are  Epsom 
salts  and  sulphurated  potash.  Moreover,  it  is  noteworthy  that 
acetic,  lactic  and  nitric  acids,  all  bromides,  certain  hormone  sub- 
stances (e.g.,  corpus  luteum),  arachis  oil  (the  authorised  substitute 
for  olive  oil  in  certain  official  preparations)  and  even  the  vitaminised 
oils  introduced  to  replace  cod  liver  oil,  are  among  the  drugs  in  the 
use  of  which  strict  economy  is  enjoined. 

The  drugs  listed  in  an  appendix  to  the  memorandum  as  deserving 
encouragement  in  cultivation,  either  at  home  or  in  the  Empire,  are 
worthy  of  examination  because  they  include  some  that  at  first 
glance  might  appear  unsuitable  for  development.  No  indication 
is  given  in  the  appendix  of  any  machinery  capable  of  giving  effect 
to  the  recommendations.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  initiative  will  be 
taken  in  official  quarters,  which  alone  are  in  a  position  to  see  that 
any  efforts  made  to  increase  cultivation  are  adequately  rewarded 
whether  the  war  should  be  long  or  short. 
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PROGRESS  IN  STERILISATION 


A  MEETING  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held  at  17  Bloomsbury 
Square,  London,  W.C.i,  on  March  13,  when  Mr.  H.  Berry,  B.Sc, 
Ph.C.  (dean  of  the  Society's  College),  gave  an  address  on  "Develop- 
ments in  Pharmaceutical  Practice."  Mr.  F.  G.  Wells  (vice-president), 
who  was  in  the  chair,  apologised  for  the  absence  of  the  president 
(Mr.  W.  Deacon).  The  main  points  of  the  address  were: 

Sterilisation  of  Atmospheres. — The  problem  of  the  sterilisation 
of  air  has  been  interesting  bacteriologists,  public  health  authorities, 
and  various  industries  for  nearly  one  hundred  years.  The  problem 
has  been  twofold,  (a)  to  .sterilise  the  atmosphere  and  surfaces  in  a 
room  in  the  absence  of  individuals — this  can  be  done  with  vapours 
of  formaldehyde,  sulphur  dioxide,  phenol  or  creosol,  but  no  individual 
could  withstand  such  an  atmosphere  for  even  a  few  seconds ;  [b]  to 
sterilise  an  atmosphere  and  to  maintain  its  sterility  without  render- 
ing it  toxic  to  human  beings  or  animals.  It  is  the  latter  problem 
which  is  of  main  interest.  Lister,  in  1871,  tried  to  produce  a  sterile 
atmosphere  in  the  operating  theatre  with  his  carbolic  spray,  but  later 
abandoned  it  as  it  was  not  effective  except  in  such  a  high  concentra- 
tion as  to  make  it  intolerable  to  breathe. 

There  are  two  main  types  of  air  infection,  one  in  which  bacteria 
are  dry,  and  are  generally  associated  with  dust  particles.  In  this 
case  the  flora  can  be  very  mixed,  and  consists  mainly  of  non- 
pathogenic aerobes,  but  may  contain  such  pathogens  as  fiEemolytic 
streptococci  and  anaerobes  such  as  tetanus  and  the  gas-gangrenes. 
The  other  type  of  infection  is  in  the  form  of  droplets  enclo.sing 
organisms  expelled  from  the  respiratory  tracts  of  humans  and 
animals.  If  the  persons  are  healthy  there  is  no  cause  for  anxiety, 
but  the  presence  of  anyone  suffering  from  respiratory  disorders 
means  the  possible  presence  of  droplets  containing  pathogenic 
bacteria  and  viruses,  the  inhalation  of  which  by  healthy  individuals 
may  result  in  infection.  It  is  now  fairly  well  recognised  that  this  is 
the  mode  of  infection  in  most  respiratory  infections.  The  air  in 
sanatoria  has  been  shown  to  contain  living  tubercule  bacilli,  and  that 
of  fever  wards  to  have  the  causative  streptococcal  organism  present. 

A  solution  to  the  problem  lay  dormant  until  recently,  when  Trillat 
introduced  a  new  method  by  using  solutions  of  bactericides  in  the 
form  of  a?rosols  as  air-sterilising  agents.  The  term  rcrosol  is  used  to 
include  a  disperse  liquid  phase  in  a  gaseous  (air)  continuous  phase, 
the  size  of  the  disperse  particles  being  of  colloidal  dimensions,  or 
approaching  that  size  (o-25-i-o^),  i.e.,  a  very  fine  mist.  Many 
powerful  bactericides  usually  credited  with  high  R.-W.  values  such 
as  amyl-we^a-cresol,  o-phenyl-phenol,  chloroxylenol,  have  proved 
very  disappointing  as  aerosols.  On  the  other  hand  some  substances, 
such  as  resorcinol,  proved  very  efficient  when  properly  formulated 
in  solution,  and  the  latter  used  as  an  a'rosol.  The  most  effective 
preparation  so  far  found  is  10  per  cent,  hexyl  resorcinol  in  propylene 
glycol,  and  containing  0-05  per  cent,  of  potassium  lauryl  sulphate. 
Some  results  obtained  by  Twort  against  a  coccus  are  shown  in  the 
following  table : —

It  will  be  seen  that  formulation  and  the  type  of  solvent  play  an 
important  part  in  ensuring  efficacy.  Kills  with  the  hexyl  resorcinol 
preparation  have  been  obtained  in  a  concentration  of  i  gm.  of  sub- 
stance in  3  X  1012  c.c.  of  air.  Hexyl  resorcinol  and  resorcinol  are, 
however,  too  expensive  for  large-scale  work,  but  a  cheap  and  very 
effective  substitute  is  sodium  hypochlorite.  Andrewes  finds  that 
5  c.c.  of  a  0-5  to  I  per  cent,  solution  sprayed  into  the  air  will  rapidly 
kill  95  per  cent,  of  haemolytic  streptococci,  influenza  virus,  and  other 
organisms  suspended  in  the  air  in  a  room  of  about  1,000  cu.  ft. 
capacity  in  ten  to  fifteen  minutes.  If  properly  atomised  this  quantity 
of  solution  should  last  in  that  size  of  room  for  thirty  minutes.  If  there 
is  much  loss  through  ventilation  it  may  be  necessary  to  atomise 
continuously.  In  this  concentration  hypochlorite  mists  are  not 
unpleasant.  Unfortunately,  they  attack  metal  and  should  not  be 
used  in  the  vicinity  of  electrical  equipment.  They  may  also  bleach 
fabrics. 


Organisms  enclosed  in  droplets  are  fortunately  very  susceptib' 
to  bactericidal  mists,  and  they  happen  to  be  the  main  targe 
Bacteria  on  dust  or  on  surfaces  are  not  so  readily  killed.  The  sii 
of  the  aerosol  particle  is  most  important.  As  the  size  increases  r 
persistence  in  the  air,  and  therefore  its  efficiency,  diminishes.  Man 
advertised  sprayers  are  of  little  value  because  of  this.  Many  adve 
tised  solutions  are  also  of  little  value  for  the  main  object,  althoug 
they  may  have  a  value  in  spraying  empty  shelters,  and  killii 
organisms  on  the  walls  and  floors.  The  design  of  spraying  machine 
is  important.   Hand-operated  machines  are  usually  too  fatiguin 
and  power-driven  ones  are  recommended.  All  operate  on  the  perfun 
spray  principle  with  a  baffle  plate  to  catch  and  restrain  the  larg 
droplets.  Hypochlorite  solutions  cannot  be  used  in  metal  sprayei 
Chloramine-T  solutions  are  effective,  but  tend  to  clog  the  machine  1 
depositing  solid  matter.  A  circular  issued  by  the  Institute  of  Medic 
Research  recommends  the  use  of  i  per  cent,  sodium  hypochlori 
solutions,  and  gives  details  and  dimensions  of  a  simple  box  spra 
operated  by  a  power  or  a  foot  pump.    Whilst  the  main  target 
droplet  infection,  it  is  obviously  impossible  to  get  a  kill  so  insta 
taneous  as  to  prevent  infection  by  what  may  be  termed  project 
innoculation,  whereby  the  uninfected  person  receives  infection  in 
matter  of  a  second  from  an  infected  cough  or  sneeze.  This  c 
only  be  prevented  by  masking  the  infected  persons.  f 
Sterilisation  of  Injections. — Much  work  has  been  done  sin] 
sterilisation  methods  were  laid  down  by  the  B.P.,  1932,  and  certal 
conclusions  can  be  drawn.    The  processes  of  autoclaving  and  I 
filtration  can  be  accepted  unchanged,  the  former  possessing  a  t 
margin  of  safety  and  easily  operated,  and  the  latter  recognised 
an  invaluable  process  in  the  hands  of  skilled  operators,  but  liable 
be  dangerous  unless  thoroughly  understood.   There  remain  tynd: 
lisation  and  the  "emergency"  method,  neither  of  which  can 
deemed  satisfactory.    The  first  Addendum  recognised  the  unre 
ability  of  the  process  by  altering  the  method  to  one  requiri 
aseptic  precautions,  and  thus  detracting  from  its  practical  vali 
Moreover,  it  is  very  doubtful  if  it  fulfils  its  main  purpose  of  econor 
of  heat  treatment,  for  three  hours'  heating  at  80°  C.  with  the  peric 
of  heating  and  cooling  is  possibly  more  destructive  than  steaming  ; 
thirty  to  sixty  minutes.  The"  emergency  " method,  too,  hasnotprov 
satisfactory,  as  0-5  per  cent,  phenol  is  not  sufficiently  bactericidf 

Work  has  been  done  on  a  search  for  bactericides  to  replace  0-5  \ 
cent,  phenol  that  would  (i)  kill  resistant  sporing  organisms  in 
reasonable  time  at  steaming  temperature  ;  (2)  be  stable  towards  hi 
and  compatible  with  medicaments ;  (3)  be  relatively  non-toxic 
man  and  animals.  Two  substances  promise  to  fulfil  these  conditio 
namely  0-2  per  cent,  chlorocresol  and  0-902  per  cent,  phenyl  mercu 
nitrate,  as  they  are  effective  killing  agents  at  90^  to  100°  in  thii 
minutes,  even  when  the  solutions  are  grossly  contaminated  w 
resistant  spores.  Neither  appears  in  the  concentrations  specified  i 
in  the  quantities  usually  injected  to  be  more  toxic  to  animals  th 
0-5  per  cent,  phenol.  Many  substances  will  withstand  steaming 
thirty  minutes,  and  yet  not  autoclaving  conditions,  and  the  inclus: 
of  either  of  these  bactericides  in  preparations  appears  to  afforc 
solution  to  the  problem.  The  method  can  be  applied  to  morph 
and  cocaine  salts,  solanaceous  alkaloidal  salts,  strophanthus  and  di 
talis  glycosides,  procaine,  etc.  Care  must  be  taken  when  preparati* 
sterilised  by  this  method  are  intended  for  intravenous  injection 
the  volume  dose  may  be  large  and  a  toxic  dose  of  the  bacteric 
might  be  given.  It  will  be  necessary  to  limit  the  method  to  injecti< 
whose  volume  dose  is  small.  This  means  that  generally  the  perfus 
fluid  type  of  injection  (salines,  etc.)  cannot  be  made  by  this  meth 
There  still  remain  other  problems  to  be  solved,  (i)  to  devise  metb 
for  ensuring  the  sterility  of  solutions  of  such  dru.gs  as  ergotox 
ethanesulphonate,  neoarsphenamine,  etc.,  which  are  too  unsta 
to  be  even  filtered  and  at  present  are  just  dissolved  in  sterile  wa 
and  injected  immediately' ;  (2)  to  devise  a  method  for  sterilising  sc 
medicaments  such  as  procaine  hydrochloride,  intended  for  int 
thecal  injection  in  serum  solution.  The  problem  of  apyrogenic  wa 
for  intravenous  injection  has  received  much  attention,  and  g< 
practical  methods  have  been  devised  to  produce  it.   For  ordin 
injections  water  from  a  tinned  copper  still  is  quite  suitable. 

Multiple-dose  Injections. — The  packing  of  injections  in  multi] 
dose  containers  provides  most  of  the  worries  connected  with  tl; 
preparations  because  of  the  fear  of  reinfection  with  the  hypoder  " 
needle.  Dispensers  are  strongly  urged  not  to  neglect  the  precaul  ' 
of  adding  a  bacteriostatic  agent  no  matter  what  the  circumstar  * 
may  be.  If  for  some  reason  it  cannot  be  done,  then  the  preparaf  ' 
should  be  ampouled  in  single  doses.  The  inclusion  of  the  antisej  : 
is  not,  however,  the  end  of  the  anxiety,  for  the  question  of  stor 
arises,  and  one  of  the  main  causes  of  trouble  can  be  the  rubber  c  ■ 
The  quality  and  type  of  the  rubber  is  very  important.  The  follow  ! 
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ive  been  known  to  happen  when  solutions  are  brought  into  contact 
th  rubber : — (a)  A  drop  in  pu  from  6-5  to  3-0  ;  (b)  discoloration  of 
rphine  salts  to  be  hastened  ;  (c)  decoloration  of  an  oxidation- 
uction  indicator  ;  (d)  adsorption  of  methylene  blue  ;  {e)  absorption 
phenol  and  chlorocresol  from  solution.  In  one  case  of  a  morphine 
drochloride  solution  supposed  to  be  protected  with  o-i  per  cent, 
chlorocresol  very  little  protection  was  left  after  twelve  months, 
e  chlorocresol  having  been  absorbed  into  the  cap.  Moreover,  the 
bber  had  shed  solid  particles  large  enough  to  cause  an  embolism 
d  an  intravenous  injection  been  given. 

It  is  not  easy  to  lay  down  specifications  for  a  pharmaceutical 
ber.  It  is  a  poor  policy  to  economise  on  the  quality  of  the  rubber, 
ere  should  be  no  necessity  to  protect  such  a  rubber  from  air  by 

coat  of  wax  or  varnish.  The  quality  should  be  tested  by  auto- 
ving,  any  change  in  appearance  and  loss  of  tensile  strength  and 

tensibility  being  noted.  All  caps,  after  being  well  boiled,  should 

■  stored  in  the  antiseptic  used  so  that  they  may  become  saturated. 

Stability  of  Medicaments. — A  knowledge  of  the  stability  of 
dicaments,  particularly  those  potent  ones  used  in  parenteral 
ections,  is  important.  It  not  only  determines  the  duration  of  heat 
atment  the  medicament  may  receive  during  a  sterilisation  process, 
t  it  also  determines  the  length  of  time  and  conditions  during  which 
may  be  stored  and  still  retain  its  activity.   The  Pharmacopoeia 

tains  such  contrasts  as  neoarsphenamine,  the  stability  of  whose 
utions  is  a  matter  of  minutes,  and  strychnine  hydrochloride, 
ich  will  remain  active  for  years  in  aqueous  solution.  Of  all  the 
.tors  influencing  stability  probably  the  pu  is  most  important, 

ecially  in  respect  of  such  medicaments  as  adrenaline,  insulin, 
uitary,  apomorphine  and  morphine  salts,  ergotoxine  ethane- 
phonate,  etc.,  where  the  effect  of  alkali  is  the  inactivation  of  the 

stance  as  distinct  from  the  precipitation  of  a  base. 
It  is  not  generally  realised,  however,  that  when  isotonic  dextrose 
ution  is  autoclaved  (or  stored  for  long  periods)  the  pa  drops  from 
out  6-0  to  4-3,  and  as  such  is  given  intravenously  in  large  quantities, 
'ticism  on  this  so  far  has  been  mild,  as  it  may  well  be  that  the 
od  can  withstand  even  this  treatment,  but  patients  whose 


alkaline  reserve  is  small  might  show  symptoms  of  acidosis.  When  the 
route  of  injection  is  subcutaneous  or  intramuscular  into  the  tissues, 
the  local  pu  is  bound  to  be  disturbed  with  solutions  of  2-5-3-0  pa, 
pain  and  possibly  some  necrosis  being  caused.  Unless  this  is  unavoid- 
able, it  is  not  a  tribute  to  our  pharmaceutical  skill  in  design  of  the 
preparation.  Sometimes  the  optimum  pu  for  pharmacological  action 
is  quite  different  from  the  pB.  of  heat-sterilised  unbuffered  .solutions, 
as  in  the  case  of  procaine,  where  the  former  is  about  pu  8-o  and  the 
latter  about  pn  4-0.  Procaine  at  pn  8-o  is  not  very  stable,  but  what 
are  the  pharmaceutical  ethics  on  the  point  ?  The  formula  proposed  in 
a  pharmacopoeial  report  for  injection  of  procaine  and  adrenaline,  and 
containing  o-i  per  cent,  of  sodium  metabisulphite,  commences  at 
a  pH  of  about  4-5  and  without  heating  drops  in  about  three  weeks 
to  a  pH  of  3-0.  The  cause  here  is  the  metabisulphite,  a  o-i  per  cent, 
solution  of  which  in  ampoules  or  open  containers  may  ultimately 
reach  a  pn  of  2-6.   Should  these  conditions  be  accepted  ? 

The  subject  is  too  big  to  deal  with  exhaustively  here,  and  before 
judgments  can  be  formed  much  more  work  must  be  done  on  stability 
and  data  accumulated. 

Discussion. — In  answer  to  a  question  on  the  use  of  sodium 
hypochlorite  solution  for  disinfecting  gas  masks  Mr.  Berry  said  this 
was  not  advisable,  and  recommended  that  the  phenolic  (chloro- 
xylenol)  type  of  disinfectant  or  2  per  cent,  formalin  solution  should 
be  used.  In  reply  to  a  question  regarding  the  risk  in  using  non- 
sterile  injections,  he  said  that  there  was  a  great  risk,  especially  in 
the  case  of  intrathecal  injections  where  the  defensive  mechanism 
of  the  cerebro-spinal  fluid  is  not  as  high  as  in  the  case  of  the  blood. 

Mr.  C.  W.  Maplethorpe,  proposing  a  vote  of  thanks,  congratu- 
lated Mr.  Berry  on  his  topical  lecture  and  suggested  subjects  for 
further  con,sideration,  e.g.  pharmaceutical  filtration.  He  had  found 
that  the  time  required  in  an  autoclave  for  sterilisation  could  be 
considerably  reduced  from  the  usually  accepted  time.  Mr.  G.  R. 
BoYES  seconded  the  vote  of  thanks.  Mr.  Wells  then  announced 
that  this  was  the  last  of  the  season's  meetings  and  thanked  all  who 
had  supported  them.  If  conditions  permitted,  similar  meetinc^s 
would  be  fixed  for  next  season.

The  Ulster  Chemists'  Association  was 
looking  after  the  bread  and  butter  end  and  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  the  legal  end  of  their  business,  so  he  did  not  think  there 
was  need  for  the  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Society  any  longer. 

Mr.  Richey  supported  Mr.  Abernethy. 

Mr.  Johnston  said  he  was  in  total  disagreement  with  this  view. 
When  they  looked  at  the  work  that  the  Society  was  doing  through 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  other  such  bodies  they  would  .see 
how  inaccurate  that  suggestion  was. 

Mr.  Boyle  supported  Mr.  Johnston. 

Mr.  Grimes  said  he  had  been  surprised  that  it  was  even  mooted 
the  Society  should  be  strangled  after  all  it  had  done  for  chemists. 
That,  he  thought,  was  rank  ingratitude,  for  the  members  of  the 
trade  owed  more  than  they  could  ever  repay  to  the  prudence  and 
foresight  of  the  pioneers  who  had  done  so  much  to  make  that 
organisation  a  power  for  their  good.  He  was  satisfied  that  it  would 
perform  useful  service  again. 

The  report  was  adopted,  Messrs.  Abernethy  and  Richey  dissenting. 
OflScers. — On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Johnston,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Nevin,  the  president  was  re-elected  for  his  twenty-first  term  of 
office.  Both  paid  high  tributes  to  him. 

Mr.  Storey  said  he  appreciated  deeply  the  honour  done  him.

Ihe  demand  in  most  markets  has  been  rather  slow,  buyers  generally 
confining  purchases  to  immediate  needs.  Fair  interest  has  been  shown, 
however,  in  some  items.  Prices  remain  firm,  a  number  of  chemicals  being 
in  short  supply.  Business  in  Pharmaceutical  Chemicals  is  on  a  moderate 
scale,  with  quoted  values  maintained.  Acetanilide  is  moving  fairly  well 
at  steady  rates.  Barbitone  and  Sodium  barbitone  again  show  a  firmer 
tendency.  Supplies  of  Caffeine  are  short  and  high  prices  are  being  asked. 
Demand  for  Lactic  acid  and  Lactates  is  on  a  good  scale.  Values  of 
Mercury  iodides  are  steady  at  the  recent  reduction.  Makers  of  Metol, 
Amidol  and  Hydroquinone  notify  increases  in  prices,  together  with  wider 
profit  margins  for  re-sale  (see  Photographic  chemicals). 

Crude  Drugs 

A  fair  demand  has  been  experienced  for  a  number  of  products  in  these 
markets,  but  trade  generally  has  been  on  the  slow  side.  Prices  of  most 
goods  are  firm.  A  fair  spot  demand  continues  for  Agar,  but  stocks  are  now 
small ;  it  is  reported  that  new  licences  have  been  granted  for  importation 
for  bacteriological  purposes  only.  Little  Curasao  Aloes  appears  to  remain 
on  spot,  and  holders  are  firm  in  their  views.  Demand  for  Antimony 
continues  on  a  fair  scale.  New-crop  Buchu  is  quoted  for  shipment.  For- 
ward prices  for  Cardamoms  continue  to  be  quoted  at  higher  levels  than 
those  for  spot  goods.  Reports  indicate  that  the  outlook  for  the  1941 
Cascara  sagr.'Vda  collections  is  poor.  The  upward  movement  in  Cloves 
continues.  An  order  fixing  a  maximum  price  for  Cocoa  butter  has  been 
made  by  the  Minister  of  Food ;  the  price  is  stated  to  take  into  consideration 
the  recent  increase  in  the  price  of  raw  cocoa.  A  better  demand  is  noted 
for  Colocynth.  Ginger  is  firm,  with  all  spot  descriptions  at  nominal 
prices.  Chinese  Menthol  has  met  with  an  excellent  demand,  but  Japanese 
appears  to  be  in  small  request.  It  is  reported  that  the  Ministry  of  Supply 
will  shortly  be  making  arrangements  for  controlling  the  importation  and 
distribution  of  Mercury.  Values  of  Peppers  show  a  further  advance. 
Higher  prices  are  quoted  in  all  positions  for  Rubber. 

Essential  Oils 

Business  continues  on  a  rather  limited  scale,  with  most  orders  for  small 
spot  quantities.  Values,  however,  are  steady.  Firm  conditions  continue 
for  Anise  (star)  and  spot  supplies  are  difficult  to  locate.  Prices  of  Cassia 
are  firm  and  a  shade  dearer  on  spot.  Controlled  oils  (Groundnut,  Linseed 
and  Olive)  are  unchanged.  Lemongrass  continues  to  be  quoted  firm  on 
spot.  A  good  demand  has  been  received  for  both  Chinese  and  Japanese 
Peppermint  oils.  Bulgarian  Rose  is  tending  firmer  on  spot.
